These  REA  funds  have  been 
lent  to  570  loca.l  groups,  of  ’.7hich  nearly  90  per  cent  arc  cooperatives. 

Eney  are  being  Uvsed  chiefly  to  build  a,bnut  840,000  ?nilos  of  new  lural 
po\7er  lines  which,  when  completed,  will  ma-ke  centraR  station  electricity 
availa,ble  for  the  first  tir.e  to  throo-qus.rters  of  a..p.illion  farms  and.  rural 
schools,  churches,  out  business  nlacos.  More  tha,n  300,000  users  are 
already  putting  electricity  from  REA-financed  lines. 


The  number  of  now  users  of  electricity  oRded  to  RRVf inanced 
lines  o-lono  in  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  coRcndar  year  1939  nearly 
equals  the  total  increo.se  in  electrified  farms  --  cn  both  REA  and  privohely 
financed  lines  — cAtained  hiring  the  entire  calendar  year  1937,  the 
previous  peak  in  farm  power  pro.rross.  Eno  number  of  farms  added  so 
fo.r  this  year  to  private  gnawer  coruanios’  lines  brings  the  9-months 
tota.1  to  CO nsidorably  more  than  the  Icr.gost  number  ever  added  to  rural 
power  lines  even  in  a full  calendar  ;';'oo,r. 

Construction  of  REA-financed  mower  lines  is  currently  at  a verjr 
high  level,  apprcxir.ately  500  miles  being  newlj'  completed  caxh  working  da^y. 
Construction  now  apuroved,  end  loans  a,pprovcd  and  being  prepared  for 
construction  to  start,  would  require  about  eight  months  to  complete  cven 
if  winter  weather  did  net  retard  construction. 

While  the  great  bulk  of  REA  loa.ns  go  for  line  construction, 
some  of  these  funds  .are  also  used  to  fino.nce  generating  plants,-  of  which 
there  are  now  33  anpreyod,  and  to  fina.nce  the  purchase  of  maintenance 
equipment  and  meet  other  eisrenses  in  the  initial  operating  period  of  the  . 
new  oower  systems.  So.we  o.f  the  fnnrs  o.re  being  used  to  finance  installa- 
tions of  wiring  an5.  pl-imbing  .and  in  ca  few  special  cases,  electrical  equip- 
ment for  farms,  such  as  poultry  brooders,  stock  tcardc  heaters,  and  feed 
grind-ers.  E’our  small  allotments  have  been  made  to  build  cooperative 
refrigerated  locker  plants  locoAed  on  REA  power  lines,
